CHAPTER 478. 
AN ACT relating to practice in the circuit courts 

of the state of Wisconsin: 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of the plaintiff 
in any action or proceeding when a judgment or 
order in his favor therein is reversed by the 
supreme court, on defendant's appeal, to pay the 
taxable costs on such reversal, and procure said 
cause to be remitted to the trial court, and bring 
the same to trial within one year after such re-
moval unless the same be continued for cause; 
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
